This  spring  particularly  is  the  time  to  plant  heavily  for  in  most  sections  the  extremely  hot  and  dry  sum' 
mer  not  only  ruined  entire  patches  but  the  plant  supply  throughout  the  country  is  so  short  that  the  usual 
acreage  will  not  be  planted.  One  thing  you  should  do  is  to  order  early  and  plant  as  large  a  patch  as  you 
can  afford  for  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  guarantees  you  a  hand- 
some  profit  if  you  follow  this  advice. 

While  not  hit  so  hard  as  some  sections  of  the  country,  our  own  lo' 
cality  suffered  severely  from  the  drought.  However,  by  constant  cub 
tivation  and  aided  by  fall  rains,  we  have  managed  to  grow  one'third 
of  a  normal  crop  of  stock.  Due  to  less  crowding  in  the  nursery  rows 
our  stock  this  season  has  an  exceptionally  heavy  root  system  and  top 
growth —  in  fact  it  is  the  finest  lot  of  stock  we  have  ever  produced. 

We  know  this  short  supply  will  not  meet  the  demand  for  our  stock 
and  we  urge  you  again  “ORDER  EARLY”.

Dorsett,  like  Fairfax,  was  introduced  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
is  a  cross  between  the  Premier  and  Royal  Sov' 


ereign. 

Dorsett  is  one  of  the  heaviest  fruiting  straw' 
berries  known,  having  produced  at  the  rate  of 
1 1,775  quarts  per  acre.  Dorsett  berries  are  very 
large,  averaging  a  trifle  larger  than  Premier. 
Color  is  a  light  red  which  holds  to  a  high  de' 
gree  even  after  berries  are  quite  ripe.  Dorsett 
is  not  only  a  tremendous  yielder  but  has  a 
marvelous  flavor  and  a  supremely  fine  dessert 
quality.  The  fruit  is  firmer  than  Premier  and 
consistently  brings  higher  prices  on  all  mar- 
kets  where  it  has  been  offered. 

The  foliage,  like  Fairfax,  is  of  a  very  good  quality 
and  remarkably  free  from  disease.  Dorsett  blossoms 
also  appear  to  be  nearly  frost  proof. 

We  believe  Dorsett  has  a  great  future,  and  we 
predict  it  will  replace  Premier,  Blakemore  and  other 
early  commercial  strawberries  within  the  next  few 
years.

Berries  are  bright  red,  with 
tough  skin,  firm  flesh,  and  a  wonderful  mild  flavor.  Because 
of  its  firm  flesh  and  tough  skin  the  Blakemore  has  proven  a 
wonderful  long  distance  shipper  and  will  remain  on  the  vines 
a  considerable  time  after  ripe  without  loss  from  over-ripeness 
or  rotting.  Blakemore  is  a  vigorous  grower,  and  runners  are 
produced  freely,  with  foliage  resistant  to  disease.  We  recom¬ 
mend  this  variety  to  growers  where  weather  conditions  or  lack 
of  help  prevent  keeping  berries  picked  up  closely.

that  it  is  more  profitable  to  set  a  Mastodon  patch  every  spring 
and  harvest  two  crops  than  carry  the  patch  over  for 
the  second  fall  crop. 

Despite  the  dry  summer  of  1934,  we  have  a  fairly 
good  supply  of  Mastodon  plants  and  the  root 
growth  they  have  made  is  splendid.  However,  we 
know  from  past  experience  that  our  stock  of  Masto¬ 
don  will  not  nearly  supply  the  demand  and  we  urge 
an  early  placement  of  orders. 


Gem 

The  New  Everbearer. 

The  Gem  is  a  new  Michigan  introduction  and  is  said  to  be  a 
direct  offspring  of  the  old  Progressive  Everbearer  which  is  still 
remembered  for  its  wonderful  flavor. 

The  berries  are  large  size,  very  uniform,  and  held  their  size 
even  throughout  the  dry  weather  we  had  last  summer.  They  ripen 
evenly  all  during  the  season  and  are  a  bright  sparkling  red  in 
color.  The  flavor  is  rich,  mild  and  delicious  like  the  old  Progres¬ 
sive  and  Champion.  For  firm¬ 
ness  and  keeping  qualities 
Gem  surpasses  all  others. 

They  will  stand  handling  and  long  distance  shipping 
even  during  hot,  dry  weather  in  a  truly  marvelous  man¬ 
ner.  Will  not  bruise  or  become  spotty  even  when  shipped  to  distant  markets. 

The  plants  are  very  hardy  and  not  subject  to  leaf  spot.  It  is  the  most  pro¬ 
lific  plant  maker  of  the  Everbearers,  producing  as  many  plants  as  the  ordinary 
strawberry  variety  under  normal  conditions.

It  is  the  most  prolific  bearer  of  all  but  the  berries  average 
smaller  in  size  than  Mastodon  and  Gem.  The  berries  are  a  beautiful  dark  red 
to  the  center.  Plants  are  medium  in  size  and  thrifty  but  do  not  make  so  many 
runners  as  other  Everbearers.

No.  1  plants 
that  were  lined  out  in  our  nursery  last  spring 
and  grown  for  an  additional  year.  They  have 
heavy,  well-developed  root  systems  and  a  large 
bushy  top.  This  stock  is  preferred  by  many 
of  our  customers  as  the  plants  will  produce 
considerable  quantities  of  berries  the  same 
summer  as  planted,  if  the  bushes  are  left  un¬ 
pruned  at  planting  time.  If  you  do  not  want 
the  bushes  to  bear  fruit  the  first  year,  cut  the 
Kansas.  tops  back  to  within  six  inches  of  the  ground 

when  planting.

A  new  extra  early  Blackcap  originated  in  Ohio.  Ripens  7  to  10 
days  earlier  than  the  Cumberland  which  allows  the  grower  to  get 
in  on  the  early  market  when  prices  are  high.  The  new  Logan  pro¬ 
duces  immense  crops  of  jet  black  berries,  as  large  as  Cumberland. 
Does  not  crumble,  and  the  last  picking  looks  as  nice  as  the  first. 
Stands  severe  weather 
conditions.  New  Logan 
grows  fast  into  strong, 
sturdy  bushes  that 
great  drought  resisters. 

However,  its  one  outstanding 
characteristic  is  resistance  to 
osaic  and  other  raspberry 
diseases.
